From Banbury: The 8.30 a.m., 9.40 a.m. and 12.40 p.m. journeys will be 
withdrawn. New services will be introduced at 11.40 a.m. and 3.10 p.m 
(Saturdays only) from Banbury. From 22nd January departures for Deddington 
from Banbury will thus be at 7 a.m., 7.20 a.m., 9.10 a.m., 10.20 a.m., 

41.40 a.m. 12.25 p.m. (Thursday only), 1.25 pem., 2.40 pom., 3.10 p.m. 

(Sats only), 4.20 p.m., 5.20 pom. (5.15 pit. on Sats), 5.45 p.m. and 7.10 pm. 


To Banbury : The 10.36 a.m., 1.08 p.m. and 2.06 p.m. services from 

Deddington will be withdrawn. The 9.01 will be retimed to leave Deddington 

at 9.13 a.m. There will be a new journey leaving Deddington for Banbury 

at 5.25 p.m. on Saturdays only. From 22nd January departures from 

Deddington for Banbury will thus be at 7.02 a.m., 7.5/7 aem., 9.13 aom., 9.45 a.m 
10.07 a.m.(Thurs only), 12.34% p.om., 3.06 p.m., 3.30 p.m., 5.06 pom. 5.25 pom. 
(Sats only), 6.34% pom. and 6.44 p.m.

Fire Calls at the time of the December issue we had received 
i174 calls. wuring December we had another 18 calls, bringing 
the total number of calls in 1983 to 192. The last 18 calls 
were as follows, 4 chimney fires, Z chip pan fires, 1 dustbin 
fire, 1 corndrier on fire, 1 garage fire, 6 faults on 
automatic systems, Z calls to stand by at banbury Fire Station, 
and a special service call to rescue a cow which had fallen 
into an excavation. 


1984.so far this year we have attended 13 calls, they are 1 

chip @n fire, 2 chimney fires, 1 tree on fire, 1 call to 
electricity cables on fire in the Horse Fair, Z mechanical 
false alarms, 1 malicious false alarm, 2 road traffic accidents, 
1 house fire, 1 call to outhouses on fire, and 1 call toa 
canvas Shelter on fire at the Peace Camp at Upper Heyford. 


I am pleased to say that we had a very quiet Christmas; we 
received 2 calls on 23rd December and did not receive another 
Cail until New Years' vay. 


Training David Lupont and zuinton Horne have recently attended 
a breathing apparatus course at Command Training School end are 
now awaiting their results. Until they pass this course they 
are not allowed to wear breathing apparatus at any incident, 
therefore it’s fingers crossed until the results come through. 


Some members of the general public think that being a part+ime 
(retained) fireman is a big laugh, or that we are only there to 
back up the full-time firemen. This is far from being so. we 

are font line fire-fighters in our own right. we are responsible 
for approximately 130 square miles and when a fire or any other 
type of incident occurs within that area, we are the first crew 
to attend, and we have to have the knowledge to deal with any 
situation which may arise, ranging from chimney fires to factory 
fires, road traffic accidents to chemical incidents. 


Perhaps these few lines will put paid to the myths some people 
have of the part-time fire service.
